collectors, but felt a little intimidated by the very intoxicating article 
Ronnie Salinas Jr. wrote in Freakie Magnet number five. So here | 
have decided to group some of the more interesting finds and expe- 
riences I've come across since Ronnie's article launched me into this 
strange world of collecting 


THE FINDS 


In the last year it seems that an endless stream of Monster cereal 
stuff has been crossing my path. A good amount of what | found was 
completely new to me. Whenever [ would come across someone 
with some stuff for sale it always seemed that the person would 
begin describing something ! never heard of, Each time | kept think- 
ing, “That has got to be it, there CAN'T be any other premiums out 
there!” And there wasn't. until the next phone call. | now believe 
that 99% of all Monster cereal premiums are known, but I'll never be 
convinced that there isn't still more out there waiting to be discov- 
ered, Here are some of the more interesting revelations... 


#1 - Boo-Berry Holding Spoon Box. 


WOW! The suggestion Ronnie put forth in issue #5 turns out to be 
true! Ronnie wrote that he has seen animation cels of the Monster 
cereal gang holding boxes that pictured the characters holding 
spoons 
instead of 
pouring milk, 
but never saw 
a box of that 
type.

someone who has Chocula & Frankenberry boxes of this sort that 
feature the Monster record in-pack prize. Since the Monster Star 
Wars boxes are from 1977, and Pouring milk started in 1979, that 
would mean this style was only available for about a year. That would 
explain the scarcity of the style and why it took so long for it to be 
discovered. As it stands now, that Boo-Berry box is the only known 
Boo-Berry holding a spoon box in existence. | do firmly believe that 
since it has a Battlestar Galactica offer there HAS to be more out 
there, because more of them would have been saved to begin with. 
Only time will tell (to see this box turn to page 19). 


#2 - Large Magnets 


1 was closing a deal with a collector for numerous Monster cereal 
premiums when he mentioned he had one more thing for sale - a 
Frankenberry magnet, He described it as being older looking and 
nothing like the “crappy” 80's magnets. His asking price was very 
modest so | had him throw it in with my order. When | pulled it out

THE CRAZY CRAZY MARKET (Advance warning this is bland 
reading!) 


To say that the demand for Monster Cereal products is high is cer- 
tainly an understatement. Some items like the vinyl dolls have gone 
ballistic with the $200 mark not very far off. tt is constantly getting 
harder to find any good monster cereal premiums, but do not give 
up...there is a lot still out there! Plastic premiums seem to be in 
more demand than paper right now, which is odd because the paper 
premiums are far harder to locate, 


Why is there so much demand right now? | think it has a lot to do 
with the Very persuasive article written by Ronnie Salinas Jr. in 
Freakie Magnet #5, For me, it was definitely Ronnie's article that 
lead me down the incredibly fun, yet incredibly costly trail of 
Monster Cereal collectibles. | had collected Monster Cereal and 
Freakies premiums before | saw the article, but after | read the arti- 
cle | was hopelessly hooked into tracking down every piece of 
Monster Cereal paraphernalia | could grasp on to, | had gone from 
feeling a bit ill from spending $50.00 on a Boo-Berry vinyl te gladly 
spending $200 on a set of bicycle spinners and giving up nearly $500 
in trade for a Fruit Brute box.

Ronnie's article because if you look at the ads in Freakie Magnets 
before #5, and compare them with prices in later issues, you will 
find thag most prices on Monster Cereal items have doubled in a little 
over a year! This sort of increase far surpasses the more slight 
increases Freakies, Quisp & Cap'n Crunch experienced. Perhaps a lot 
of the huge leap in Monster Cereal premium prices has something to 
do with the fact that they were much cheaper then similar Freakies 
& Quisp premiums to begin with. When a Quisp Gyrocycle costs 
$35-$45, and a freakies Boat about $30, a Frankenberry Car for $15 
looks really good. 


On the other hand, some items have been brought out in enough 
quantity that prices have stabilized, or in some cases, come down. As 
many Monster Cereal collectors as there are, it is still an extremely 
small area of collecting, so that quantities can cause temporary 
declines in value. A good example of this is the set of four bicycle 
spinners. At one point these were incredibly tough to find and would 
sell for $90-$120, but as the higher paying collectors filled in the 
holes in their collections, the prices have stabilized at about $50 

each, 


Some items seem to show no signs of stalling. The vinyl dolls contin- 
ue to sell at higher and higher prices as the remaining supply dries 

up. A Boo-Berry which is one of the more common of the four. 
recently sold for $165 in a Toy Shop Auction! Frankenberry has by far 
become the most sought after and it can be very difficult to locate 
one at any price. Perhaps the supply has dried up because of 
increased demand from overseas, particularly Japan. Generally once 
an item like that leaves the country, it doesn't make it back into the 
U.S. for resale. As for the people who complain about this practice, 
don't many American collectors scramble for imported Japanese 


items featuring Godzilla, Ultraman and the like? 


The two different sets of rings are also in high demand by a larger 
collecting public right now. While the Overstreet ring guide is a bit 
over enthusiastic about the values of the rings, they have been selling 
for continually crazier prices. | personally believe that the flicker rings 
will eventually overtake the compartment rings in value due to the 
fact that they are far more attractive and are scarcer then the com- 
partment rings. 


| feel chat the more commen items will remain at current price levels 
for some time, while the tougher pieces will continue to bring crazier 
prices. The erasers, flat figures and cocem mugs and cars are proba- 
bly hitting a plateau now. These are all pretty easy to locate at con- 
ventions and through mail order with premium dealers. The light 
switch figures, toothbrush holders, bike spinners and door knockers 
will probably experience a good deal of increase in the future. While 
finding an example of these can be easy, completing sets certainly 
isn't. 


| have no idea what the paper premiums will do in the marketplace, | 
think they are harder to find and usually more beautiful then the plas- 
tic premiums, but most collectors seem to like plastic better. Some 
paper like the iron-on’ sticker combos, paint sets, revolving head 
cards and coloring posters are among the rarest of all Monster pre- 
miums. All of these are basically in the area of 5 or less examples 
each currently known in collections. The coloring posters are per- 
haps the rarest with 2 of each known. Only time will tell, but | chink 
this is a great area of collecting. 


Boxes of the Monster Cereal crew are in seriously short supply. On 
the other hand they are very expensive, so | feel that very few new 
collectors will be comfortable starting off a hobby paying $300 for a 
box. | think if anything, price will be the one thing that stalls the 
growth of this hobby. Even on the premium level ] know many peo- 
ple who would love to collect Monster Cereal Stuff, but can't see 
paying $30 for a tiny piece of piastic. The problem with boxes though 
is since there are nowhere near enough to go around now, every sin-

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pitcher. This was the start of a long relationship between F&F 
and Quaker. F&F did a lot of premiums for Quaker though the 
1950's which got Quaker well known for its premium offers 
and helped F&F to build a product line of premiums including 
some of the first cereal in packs. These were mostly self-liqui- 
dating premiums - the customer had to send in a box top and 
some money to get the premium. The early stuff F&F did with 
Quaker that was really well received were the Mr. Quaker 
mug and Roy Rodgers mug. As the 1950's proceeded F&F 
produced plastic cars and boats. But the real heyday of F&F 
stuff was the 1960's and 70’s. In 60’s the company did so 
much good, classic stuff - premiums people love and are cur- 
rently looking for including premiums of Woody Woodpecker, 
Tony the Tiger, and of course the Funny Face mugs and walk- 
ers. 


FM: Many of the items produced were pictured on the cereal 
boxes you got in your deal, many of which are pictured here 
in Freakie Magnet. 


MP: The coolest thing about those cereal boxes and the other 
stuff that came from that collection is where the items came 
from and the condition they were in - all of this stuff came 
from the owner of F&F stuff from his personal archives, and 
most of it can be considered to be in mint condition. 


FM: So how did you get the stuff? 


MP: There was a collector from the midwest who specialized 
in F&F memorabilia for about 12 years. He got friendly with 
the founder and his family when the founder was still alive. He 
was lucky enough to meet the original guy, who said “Here, 
you can have this stuff!” After the founder passed away, his 
wife made a bunch more stuff available to this collector. He 
was in the tight plage at the right time. 


Several years later this collector packed the stuff away as he 
was not actively collecting anymore. Then he hit some finan- 
cial straights, needed dough and walked the stuff into a store 
in the midwest. The storeowner, who knew me, said to the

have long accept- 
ed that nostalgia establishes the collectibility of an item. The more popu- 
lar a phenomenon, the more likely a nostalgia wave among that genera- 
tion, years later, will create the demand for the collectable. Regardless of 
how superficial the disco experience was for those of us disgusted by its 
reality, the retro-disco reality 20 years later is undeniable. Collectibles 
from that time period: Rocky movies, Star Wars. KISS, Welcome Back 
Kotter, are all “pop” culture collectibles which define themselves by their 
time frame 

‘A recognized collectable is worth more if it's still in its original 
package. This might be a cardboard mailing box, an illustrated bubble 
pack, or a box, like Barbie Dolls or G.I. Joe - with its original inseruction 
sheer, Gum card “wrappers” are sometimes worth more than the cards. 
Mailing packages, boxes and wrappers were disposable and not per- 
ceived generally as a colfectable aspect of the toy in those years. 

Collectors who recognized the collectibility of an exclusive 
Star Wars sticker in Cheerios (1978) often failed to consider that the 
cereal box itself, with its Luke Skywalker graphics, was the “wrapper” to 
that card, The C3P0’s cereal box is the “box” to the rocket launcher in- 
pack 

Speculators today, recognizing the disposability of cereal 
boxes, despice their pop culture characteristics, can exploit this informa- 
tion to their financial benefit. All they need to know is why one cereal 
box will be more collectable than another, to a generation of incompre- 
hensible twerps, 20 years from now. 

Simply because cereal was made, and then discarded, won't 
make it collectable. Some cereals, like Jurassic Park Crunch, we know are 
limiced-time opportunities. Others, like C3P0's (Kellogg's) and 
Ghostbusters (Ralston) lasted for years. Fruity Yummy Mummy (General 
Mills) and Dino Pebbles (Post) were both discontinued but were deli- 
cious! Sun Crunchers. Blueberry Mornings. Frosted Bran, Pop Tart 
Crunch, Hidden Treasures. Sprinkle Spangles might be interesting com- 


ponents ofa collection but their discontinuance isn’t their virtue. Current 
cereals, like Reeses Peanut Butter Crunch, Waffle Crisp and French Toast 
Crunch wilt probably all be discontinued; their collectibility would be 
established by a pop character tie-in such as the movie Space Jam on 
RPBC or the WB characters Pinky and the Brain on WC (as we'll see} 
Some discontinued cereals are collectable because of what they are: 
Spider Man, Barbie, Bacman, Bill and Ted's Excellent Cereal. Jetsons. 
These are cereals that would have been characteristic collectibles even if 
they'd appeared on Cheerios or Corn Flakes. They are more collectable 
because of their exclusivity as a title cereal. 

Character establishes collectibility. 

Personally, | don't care for in-house characters as defining col- 
lectibility. | find Tony the Tiger repulsively boring. The cartoon adven- 
tures of Toucan Sam fall short of intriguing. Some characters, like Boo 
Berry. Quisp and Cap'n Crunch can be exciting to collectors, but who's 
going to miss Coco the Monkey if Kellogg's puts Snap, Crackle and Pop 
back on Cocoa Krispies? 

Oceasionally the cereal companies will feature their character 
in hologram, glow-in-the-dark, or with flicker eyes on the box. This is a 
good opportunity to hold out for. It's no opportunity to cotlect an Apple 
Jacks box because of a new logo - or a Kellogg's character bow! and 
spoon set offer. Quaker offered a Willow movie bowl and spoon set in 
1988: with Willow in-packs in Cap'n Crunch. Pathetic in retrospect, but a 
better gamble than a 1988 Kellogg's character bowl (or even a 1955 
character bowl for that matter! A 1955 Roy Rogers bow! would be bet- 
ter!). 

Weighing the generation-specificness of character - and the 
phenomenon of popularity - help to predict the collectibility of a cereal 
box, 

Among the dozens of excellent cereal boxes on the shelf dur- 
ing the Summer of 1997, the following six are those | consider the best 
‘opportunities to buy for investment and pieasure. Then, when your cup- 
boards are bulging with bags of cereal, give it co your friends and tell 
them why... maybe they'll save you their cereal boxes too! Happy collect~ 
ing! 


#1 CAP'N CRUNCH OOPS ALL BERRIES. After 10 years of inedible 
Cap'n Spin-offs, we have a winner! A lot of people collect Cap'n Crunch, 
Deep Sea Crunch (1992) and Home Run Crunch (1994) were unpalac- 
able but collectable. All Berries is delicious (!) especially for those of us 
who previously separated Crunch Berries! The only thing better would 
be if they weren't these horrible new “brighter” colors. Crunch Berries 
should have remained exclusively red. In the history of Cap'n Crunch col- 
lecting, this is the biggest thing since Christmas Crunch - and the greatest 
ever to happen to Crunch Berries. Usually not a fan of in-house cereal 
characters, this is great. It's time for 
Frankenberry’s Oops All Marshmallows! 


#2 JURASSIC PARK CRUNCH. Are you 
sick of this or what?!? Lost World, the 
sequel to one of the highest grossing 
movies of all time, appeared on every- 
thing this Summer. And it wasn't that 
innovative of a sequel... Okay, dino 
spoon in-packs were cool (but “too 
smail” according to my daughter Kyla), 
bur Hologram T-Rex up in Canada, and 
friends asking me if { wanted the JP 
Hamburger Helper box pushed me over ff 
the edge of burnout. But this shiny, foil, 
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embossed cereal box with cut-out trading cards has every criteria for a 
collectable cereal box. And it's a good-tasting cereal! By the time Return 
of the Jedi came out | was sick of Star Wars movies. So I'll just grit my 
teeth and buy JP Crunch! Maybe someday it'll be regarded as a “classic” 
like One Million Years B.C. 


#3 CORN POPS BATMAN & ROBIN, MR FREEZE, POISON IVY. This 
pales in comparison to the Canadian Frosted Flakes 3-D Mr. Freeze flick- 
er box (!) but as American movie tie-in boxes go. it’s the best of a dozen- 
plus Batman & Robin boxes from Kellogg's! George was on Corn Flakes 
and Raisin Bran. Chris on Honey Smacks. Alicia on Pop Tarts. Arnold and 
Uma on Corn Pops. Blue and green villains on a yellow box! Very pretty. 
Nice character and color. Possibly Uma (Pulp Fiction) Thurman's only 
cereal box appearance! Arnold’s looking very graphic! I'd've really 
stocked up on this one but | thought the movie sucked! And I don’t want 
to own a bunch of Willow-like Batman & Robin collectibles... but that’s 
what people traditionally collect! So sign me up! 


#4 WAFFLE CRISP WB PINKY AND THE BRAIN. This cartoon is bril- 
liant! An Animaniacs show team, Pinky and the Brain are the kind of char- 
acters kids will still enjoy when they're adults. Like Quaker’s Tiny Toon 
Cereal, or Animaniacs on LIFE, this 
Waffle Crisp appearance makes a 
great component of the 90’s cartoon 
box collection! Ren & Stimpy were 
gross-outs. Simpsons weren't licensed 
to American cereal. Rug Rats are 
superficial. Cartoon Network com- 
memorates the 60's and 70's shows. 

.| Animaniacs is one of the truly well- 
done, entertaining. contemporary car- 
toons. The Brain, a mouse who plots 
each day to conquer the world with 
elaborate, satirical attempts ac mass 
mind-control, is constancly under- 
mined by his idiot side-kick Pinky. This 
i is the first time the duo has appeared 
| exclusively (without the Animaniacs) 
on a cereal box. 

The campaign of WB gear, appears with the Wj. Frog (a WB 
classic) on Honey Bunches of Oats, a $0’s nostalgia tribute of recogniz- 
able validity, But we can't count on the kids today, in the future, liking the 
frog as much as they love Pinky and the Brain. 


#5 KIX DR. SEUSS. Since his death, the 
“Seuss” estate has made a merchandising 
empire of the Seuss properties. In the 
early 90's, a similar reading campaign ran 
on Kellogg's Smacks and Cocoa Krispies. 
It's great to see these Dr. Seuss charac- 
ters on a cereal box! Maybe someday 
they'll go all the way and make Cat in the 
Hat Crunch. This box narrowly beat the 
Gumby and Pokey Frosted Cheerios box 
- they're both pretty cool. 


#6 CAP'N CRUNCH CRUNCH 
BERRIES DISNEY'S HERCULES. How did 
my kid see this without me? As Disney 
collectibles go, it's always a tough call. Lion King, Pocahontas and 
Hunchback all had big cereal campaigns: with video cereal box sequels. 
My favorite was Alladin. | bought a dozen Cap'n Crunch Alladin spinner 
in-pack toys! Unfortunately. Hercules is a figure “offer” (as opposed to an 
in-pack i.e, Pocahontas patch Cheerios, Hunchback figure Cheerios. Lion 
King pog Rice Chex). Having not seen the movie I'm adding it blindly, like 
the millions of Americans that go because it's the new “Disney” movie... 
| pick this because it's the initial release campaign Disney cereal box. 


Disney reissues, theatrically, and on 
video, with new promotional tie-ins for 
each cycle. Owning an initial retease item 
is comparable to a #1 comic book or a 
first day of issue postage stamp. 10 years 
from now there may be a Hercules 
“Cheerios” box... 1997's Cap'n Crunch 
was the first 

We hope that kids today. with 
their explicit lyrics, on-line access, and 
short attention spans, will be traditionally 
nostalgic about their consumer-driven 
childhoods! As scarce disposable col- 
lectibles go, these are recent examples of 
cereal's pop culture character appear- 
ances.
